CANCELLED CLAIMS ARE PRESENTED AS AMENDED.The amendment of 6/23/05 had been entered as indicated in 
the last office action, inadvertently addressing claim 1. The 6/23 amendment cancelled calims 1 & 15, leaving claims 2-14 & 16-26 
pending. The 6/23 amendment had not been entered when it was first submitted after final; neither had the 5/17/05 after final 
amendment been entered.. Examiner suggests amending the current December 12 amndment, which as following a non-final action, 
has been entered, reflecting that claims 1 & 15 are cancelled, as are 10,22 & 26, but keeping the same subject matter, as these claims 
now are seen as non-obvious & novel over the rejections of record Alternatively, the claims could be re-numbered, starting with 27.
